RANSOM OF $25,000 DEMANDED 


Grace Viviano, 3 years old, and her 
first cousin, Tomasso Viviano, 6 years 
old, disappeared from their home at 1017 
North Seventh street Aug. 6, last. Their 
mothers last saw them in company with 
Sam Turrisi, who for six months had 
lived with the family of the boy’s fa- 
ther. 

Five hours aftér Turrisi left the 
Viviano home with the children, saying 
that he was going to take them to an 
ice cream parior, Pietro Viviano, father 
of Grace, received an unsigned letter, 
demanding $25,000 ransom forthe re- 
turn of the children..The writer in- 
structed Viviano to go to the end of 
the Wellston street car line and give 
the money to the first man who asked 
him for a cigarette.

PARIS, Oct. 2.—Although the Frefch 
military authorities have denied that 
the improved rachine gun stolen from 
the barracks at Chalons-sur-Marne has 
left the country, # is now definitely 
established that the gun is safely in 

possession of the Germans. 

It js stated that a deserter named 
Deschamps quietly took the train for 
Strasburg with the machine gun, minus 
only its stand, wrapped up in brown 
paper. At the frontier ‘he at first told 
the German custom authorities that the 
package contained old iron, but then 
called a policeman and said: 

“T have got a machine gun: take me 
straight to the Police Station.’’ 

This was done, and Deschamps was 
promptly placed in communication with 
the German military authorities. From 
this point all trace of Deschamps has 
been lost, but it is said that he has 
been seen in Mets and is now living 
there. 

Explonage Organization. 

A further sensation has been created 
at Chalons by the arrest in a cafe- 
chantant of an actress who is believed 
tu haye been the instigator of Des- 
champs’ treachery.. The woman is said 
to be a regular agent of the German 
esjionage organization, and to have 
lured many other young :French sol- 
diers to commit the most terrible of 
crimes toward their country. ‘ 

Her method of procedure in every case 
was similar to thet employed in the 
cafe of Deschamps. She made the sol- 
dier’s acquaintanee, and once she had 
him in her power, began to arouse his 
jealousy by suggesting that he had not 
enough money for her.

NEW YORK, Oct. 2-—The Evening 
Post in. its copyrighted financial re- 
view today says: 

As is not unusual, when a highly 
speculative stock market awaits the 
weekly bank statement in a period of 
threatened money stringency, prices 
moved on the Stock Exchange today 
in an irregular and nervous fashion. 

“At the opening most stocks moved up 
fractionally; then, here and there, they 
began to yield. Whenever this hap- 
pened, however; bids at a higher price 
were put into the-market for steel com- 
mon, which it hardly need be said, was 
advanced to a ‘new high, record.’ 

“Toward the market's close, the gen- 
eral reactionary tendency became more 
pronounced in the stocks which had 
wavered earlier in the morning. Union 
Pacific, Southern Pacific, Reading and 
Brie were perhaps the main points of 
weakness, closing was irregular.

European markets were firmer than
